The meeting was called to order at 8 P. M., by Henry W. Cald- 
well, Moderator. 


On motion made and seconded, it was Voted, to waive the 
reading of the warrant. 


Voted, that the Town transfer the sum of $500.00 
from the Snow and Ice account to Highway General maintenance 
account. 


Voted, that the Town transfer the sum of $500.00 from the 
Forest Fire Department account to the Fire Department Main- 
tenance account. 


Voted, that the sum of $25.00 be transferred from the Health 
Department to the Dental Hygienist account. 


Voted, that the sum of $55.00 be transferred from the Snow and 
Ice account to the Town Hall Account. 


Voted, that the Town transfer the sum of $1,500.00 from the 
Old Age Assistance account to the Public Welfare account. 


Art. 2. Under this article Mr. Phillip E. Allen, Chairman of 
the Committee of five previsouly appointed to investigate the 
theft of money from the office of the Tax Collector, suggested 
that the Moderator appoint a Committee of One to continue the 
investigation of this theft.

SPORTING AND TRAPPING LICENSES ISSUED 77 


General Laws, Chapter 140. 


Section 137. The owner or keeper of a dog, which is three 
months old, or over, shall annually on or before March 31st, cause 
it to be registered, numbered, described and licensed for one year 
from the first day of April following. 


The owner or keeper of a licensed dog shall cause it to wear 
around its neck a collar distinctly marked with the Owner’s name 
and Registered Number. 


Section 138—The owner or keeper of a dog may at any time 
have it licensed until the first day of April following, and a person 
who becomes the owner or keeper of a dog which becomes three» 
months old after March 3lst in any year, shall, when it is three 
months old, cause it to be registered, numbered, described and 
licensed and collared as required by the preceding section.

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REPORT OF SELECT MEN 


Walpole, Mass., December 31, 1931. 
To the Citizens of Walpole: 


The Selectmen submit the following summary report for the 
year 1931. 


The Board organized as follows: John J. Easton, Chairman; 
Willis H. Hoyt, Clerk; James H. Daggett, Thomas B. Ahearn and 
T. P. Chandler, Assoczate Members. 


There were fifty two regular and nine special meetings of the 
Board of Selectmen and nineteen meetings of the Board acting as 
Sewer Commissioners in addition to numerous conferences with 
the manufacturers and the Sewer Engineers pertaining to matters 
concerning the construction of the Outfall Sewer. 


The year was a very busy one and the necessary consideration 
given to the business at hand required most meetings to remain in 
session until close to midnight. 


The first important decision of the Board was in the selection 
of a Town Engineer. The list of applicants was a large one and 
comprised the names of many capable men from various points 
in New England and without. The selection of Mr. F. F. Libby 
was finally made and he was duly appointed. Mr. Libby came 
with fine recommendtions and has filled the position very capably 
and will become an increasingly valuable official as he becomes 
more familiar with the Town and its needs. 


Mr. Libby relieved Mr. K. E. McIntyre who was Acting Town 
Engineer subsequent to the death of Mr. A. F. Hart. The Town 
was indeed fortunate to have a man with the ability of Mr. Mc- 
Intyre available in the emergency. 


The unemployment situation has taken much of the Boards 
time in endeavoring to find ways and means to alleviate the con- 
dition. While much has been done to relieve the situation, it 
still remains vitally serious. In the Water Department the in- 
stallation of a new storage tank on High Plain Street was the major 
project accomplished. This installation was imperative as the 
old tank had become a menace. Four short water main extensions 
were installed on Moose Hill Road, Main, Oak and South Streets. 
Much needed improvements were made at the pumping station by 
junking obsolete material and utilizing the space released, to better 
advantage. 
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The remodelling of the Town Hall provides an efficient Municipal 
Building sufficient for the needs of the Town for several years. 
The installation of new cells in the basement corrected a bad 
condition that had existed altogether too long. 


The Outfall Sewer construction was the beginning of the largest 
project upon which the Town has yet embarked. Owing to delay 
in receiving the construction plans the Board was unable to start 
actual construction until the late summer. This however proved 
to be an advantage as the subsequent unusually fine dry weather 
has allowed the work to progress rapidly through the low and 
normally wet territory through which the sewer passes. At the 
present time the construction from the N orwood-Walpole line to 
Elm Street is approximately ninety per cent completed and six 
weeks ahead of schedule. 


The street and sidewalk construction program has been com- 
pleted with the exception of those projects which are involved with 
engineering problems. Extreme care must be exercised to avoid 
placing sidewalks on streets where the street line is not definitely 
defined with the risk of encroachment on the abutter. Also street 
construction and extensive repairs must be planned ahead to co- 
ordinate with any possible lateral sewer construction. It is im- 
perative under present circumstances that the interests of the 
taxpayer be given paramount consideration and that a line be 
sharply drawn defining those items which are essential and those 
which are merely desirable. The Board wishes to express ap- 
preciation to all citizens and heads of departments for their co- 
operation and constructive suggestions during the year. 


This annual report is printed each year at considerable expense 
for the purpose of keeping the citizens fully informed concerning 
the business of the Town. Every effort is made to get this report 
to you as soon as possible after the close of the year. It should 
not only be considered the privilege but the duty of everyone who 
receives it to familiarize themselves with what it contains and to 
offer constructive suggestions concerning any activity covered 
in it. Only to the extent with which you are interested in your 
government can you hope to retain and preserve a government of, 
for, and by you.

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Report of the Town Engineer 


Walpole, Mass., December 31, 1931. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Walpole, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit the report of the Town Engineer for the year 
ending December 31, 1931 and I have enjoyed working under 
the particular charter that Walpole has. With this charter adopted 
in 1924 and effective January 1, 1925, the Town Engineer, directly 
under the Selectmen, is the administrative head of the following 
departments; Water, Highways, Parks and Playgrounds, Moth, 
Tree Warden, Public Building Repairs, Health and Sanitation 
and the Hngineering and Purchasing Departments. 


The unique part of our charter, in my opinion, is that it eliminates 
many objectionable features which exist in some of our surrounding 
towns. Several of these towns, realizing these features, have 
had representatives approach me for information in regard to 
our charter as they are contemplating a change in their form of 
government at their annual meeting in 1932. 


This is the seventh year that the charter has been in operation 
and I attribute its success to the harmony and co-operation of 
the various town officials. 


Highway Department 


This department has had a busy season and all work has been 
completed within the respective appropriations. 


New highway construction includes stone construction on 
Washington Street, from Short to High Plain Street; Plimpton 
Street from the Neponset River bridge to Main Street; Union 
Street from Pleasant Street to the Norwood line; Pleasant and 
Coney Streets at their intersection and 2200 feet on Lincoln Road 
in West Walpole. 


Improvements to Pine Street, Summer Street, High and North 
Streets, Robbins Road, Pemberton, School, Front, West, Spring 
and South Streets have been in our maintenance program for 
the year. The widening of Summer Street, along with the high- 
way guard, has greatly improved the hazardous condition that 
existed there. 


New Highway guard has been added to the following streets; 
Elm Street 65 feet; Pleasant Street culvert 40 feet; Union Street 
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near house of Fred Foster 213 feet; Peach Street 180 feet; West 
Street 175 feet; Pine Street 320 feet; Diamond Street 200 feet; 
Union Street near Walcott Ave., 200 feet; Oak Street 550 feet; 
North Street near the house of John Sexton 160 feet; Norfolk 
Street opposite the pumping station 130 feet; West Street culvert 
155 feet; West Street, opposite Hanson’s 370 feet; Summer Street 
near Valentine house 750 feet and Washington Street 100 feet. 


The crushing plant has been maintained and operated with 
very good results. We have used approximately 700 ton of ma- 
terial from this plant and, at a very small expense, it will operate 
in its present position next year. 


The motive power of the highway department is comprised 
of two 344 ton Macks, one 214 ton Autocar (new this year) one 
1 ton Ford, one 4 ton Ford and three tractors. It will be necessary 
to replace the 14 ton 1923 Ford if we desire to maintain our equip- 
ment at the highest point of efficiency. It would be false economy 
to allow this truck to remain in commission any longer. With the 
exception of this 14 ton Ford our machinery is in a very credit- 
able condition. 


The sidewalk construction program has been carried out as 
voted with the exception of the retaining wall-and sidewalk on 
Common Street, between Mass. Ave., and Lake Ave. The con- 
struction of this sidewalk will necessitate the securing of land and 
had to be postponed until said land is acquired. About one mile 
of walk was constructed on Washington Street, beginning at Short 
Street and a portion of this walk was set off by a three foot grass 
plot and an amiesite gutter, which, I believe, adds to the appearance 
and will reduce the cost of maintenance. A new sidewalk in front 
of the Boyden School, South Walpole and one on Station Street 
in front of the Kendall Mills was also completed. 


In the repair of the sidewalks we have replaced many broken 
slabs throughout the town and did extensive work on the East 
Street walk. There still remains considerable work to be done 
on this sidewalk and I have included it in our next year’s program. 


I desire to call your attention to the map following this report. 
It will show at a glance the improved roads in the town. Out 
of approximately 90 miles of accepted roads we have approximately 
80% now blanked by tar or asphalt. 


Our street oiling has been very successful this year as far as it 
was possible to go and I trust that in 1932 we can get an additional 
amount in order to hold our road surfaces. We are increasing our 
mileage every year which means more to maintain. Our oiled 
roads are in good condition but if let go one season without oil- 
ing they will soon go to pieces. 


The snow removal equipment is in excellent condition and ade- 
quate for the year. | 
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Tree Department and Insect Pest Extermination 


The Moth and Tree Departments operated jointly this year 
and the results are very good. Approximately $3,800.00 was 
expended on insect pest extermination and, with the exception, of 
a showing of tent caterpillar nests in the early fall our trees had 
a creditable appearance throughout the year. 


In the Tree Department our small nursery on Washington Street 
has enabled us to replace trees at a very low cost and we have 
approximately three hundred trees ready for transplanting. The 
Town Forest and Game Preserve has been patrolled during the 
hunting and fire seasons and from our patrolman’s reports this 
project is well worth the time and cost. With the exception of 
a few pines having weevil tops our forest is in excellent condition. 
A great amount of work cutting and cleaning has been done and 
we have added 30,000 pines this year. 


Repairs to Public Buildings 


This is an extremely important department and a great deal 
of time has been spent upon the repairing of our public buildings 
both in the office and in the field and with desired results. Due 
to the present economic conditions, we have been able to do much 
more work than was originally intended and many items listed 
for repairs have been installed new. 


An investigation of damage at the High School caused by leaks 
revealed not only poor roof flashing but the colored mastic caulk- 
ing compound that is now in the reglets where the copper joins 
the stone coping has become hard and brittle and there is no bond. 
This allows water to find its way down into the wall. Practically 
all mortar joints in the cast stone has shrunk and there is no bond. 
In fact, practically every joint will have to be removed in the cast 
stone. In the masonry wall there are a large amount of shrink- 
age cracks extending quite generally throughout all areas that are 
leaking. This also holds true on the stone entrance steps of the 
cafeteria. This condition will have to be remedied by installing 
mortar that will be free of holes and the shrinkage cracks and a 
mastic membrane caulking material that will stand extreme ex- 
pansion and contraction. With this in mind, I did not consider 
it economy to proceed with the new roof until necessary steps 
were taken to remedy this other condition and I intend to ask 
for an appropriation this coming year to cover same. 


Remodelling of Town Hall 


The remodelling of the Town Hall is completed and the results 
speak for themselves. In the basement we have a new dead record 
vault 8’ x 10’ and also new police cells having a capacity for eight 
prisoners. The first floor is adapted to office space only. The 


second floor consists of a modern court room layout, comprising 
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a court room, juvenile court room, a judge’s room, clerk and pro- 
bation officers’ rooms. The floors in the building are 100% hard- 
wood and the building is now. heated by a modern oil heating 
system. 


Health Department 


The Health Department has been under our administration, 
with Dr. William H. Maguire, as Health Officer. Dr. Maguire 
has rendered very efficient service this year and devoted a great 
deal of his time to this department with very satisfactory results. 
A detailed report of the activities of this department will be found 
under the report of the Health Officer. 


Purchasing Department 


This particular department has demanded much time and at- 
tention but we feel well rewarded as considerable has been saved by 
centralized buying. This is shown by the records we keep in 
our office. The purchasing for the various needs of the town 
which I must do for this department involves many factors and 
the purchasing rules that I have endeavored to adhere to are as 
follows: To secure quality and to get the best price for this quality. 
I believe that this sort of dealing avoids the penny wise and pound 
foolish policy that many municipalities are guilty of. 


Park Department 


The Park Department is operated in conjunction with the Tree 
and Moth Departments. It has functioned as well as we could 
expect due to the fact that we were faced with a reduced appro- 
priation this year and consequently several items had to be cur- 
tailed. There were several projects that had to be done and had 
it not been for the Welfare Board Workers it would have been 
necessary to ask for an additional sum to carry us through the 
year. 


We have added some grass plots at street intersections which 
add to the beauty of the town. Part of the shrubbery in these 
plots came from our nursery and part was donated through the 
kindness of Mr. and Mrs. Philip R. Allen. 


The swimming pool was more popular and better patronized 
this year than in any of the previous years. It was under the 
Same supervision as last year, Mr. Stanley Fisher and Mrs. Chester 
Gove (who stood ready to help and advise any who attended the 
pool), deserve commendation upon their efforts. A report of 
the supervisor of the swimming pool will be found elsewhere in 
this report. | 


Band concerts have been held during the summer under the 
auspices of the American Legion and were well attended. 
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We have not been able to do any work of any consideration on 
Memorial Park this year but have cleared the pond for skating. 
We removed many dead trees and have completed a topographical 
survey of that portion of the Park, north of Stone Street. 1 hope 
to have the remaining portion of the Park surveyed and a working 
plan developed with a program for each year until the Park is 
completed. I would advise that our first step be to complete the 
ball field in the rear of the new Memorial Building and fill in abut- 
ters’ land now overflowed by the pond. 


The parks in the centre have been well taken care of and next 
year I would like to see an addition of some flower beds which I 
think would greatly add to the beauty of our centre. 


Unemployment 


The constant increase of unemployed has demanded much 
time and study. There is no one who is brought into close con- 
tact with the situation but who realizes how envolved and baffling 
relief work is. These unemployed come from all walks in life 
with diversified occupations and many are not familiar with duties 
demanded in Public Works. Therefore, considerable attention 
has to be paid in the development of these men to adapt them to 
our requirements. The major problems are to find the jobs, 
inspire the men and hold their interest in their work. 


Investigation of each case was made and as many cases taken 
care of as our appropriations allowed, but now that we have ob- 
tained additional sums for developments in addition to our un- 
expended balance on the sewer, we are in hopes to materially help 
our unemployed during the winter months. 


Water Department 


This department has completed another successful year. Our 
equipment and pumps at the pumping station are in excellent 
condition. We have furnished approximately the same quantity 
of water to the town as was supplied last year. 


Considerable alterations have been made in the pumping sta- 
tion. A modern heating system with a Gilbert & Barker oil burner 
has replaced the old Roberts boilers installed in 1894. A second 
~ story accommodates a supply unit, while the old coal shed has 
been clapboarded and made into a carpenter shop (for our build- 
ing repair men) and a meter supply room. Approximately 8000 
feet of water mains with additional hydrants were added this year, 
on Main Street; on Oak Street, on Moose Hill Road and South 
Street. It may be noted from an enclosed water data chart how 
this department has grown and is continuing to grow while an- 
other chart showing the financial side of this department is also 
enclosed with this report. 
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The new 1,000,000 gallon standpipe at High Plain Street was 
erected by the Chicago Bridge & Iron Works upon a foundation 
contracted by M. W. Allen Construction Co. This new tank re- 
places the old concrete standpipe which was in very bad condition 
and allowed a constant loss of water which caused damage to 
abuttor’s property. 


It is my intentions to grade this entire lot next year and with 
some planting will make a more respectable appearance to that 
section of our water department. 


Sewer Department 


The Town of Walpole having accepted Chapter 120 of the acts 
of 1930, the Board of Selectmen acting as Sewer Commissioners 
started work on the Main Outfall Sewer and throughout the year 
it has been a very busy organization. Acting under Article 37 
of our Annual Town Meeting and with a bond issue of $150,000.00 
we immediately started upon this project. 


The Main Outfall Sewer was designed by E. Worthington of 
Dedham and the Commissioners procured the services of Fay, 
Spofford & Thorndike of Boston to check the design and super- 
vise the construction of the line. 


After very carefully checking and consultation with Mr. Worth- 
ington, the Commissioners, the State Board of Health and the 
Construction Engineers, prepared the necessary proposals and 
contracts and advertised same for bids on July 29th. 


The opening of the bids on August 10th revealed considerable 
margin between the low and high bidders as may be seen from the 
following table.

The Commissioners taking all bids under consideration started 
to investigate the three lowest bidders and were rewarded by very 
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favorable reports as to the standing of each. On August 13th the 
contract was finally awarded to the lowest bidder, Pasquale Di- 
Cristofaro, of Roslindale, Mass. 


The new trunk line sewer started at the Walpole-Norwood line 
near Water Street and is constructed of 30’’ concrete pipe to Hol- 
lingsworth & Vose’s storehouse, continuing with 24’’ C. I. pipe 
to Bird & Son, Inc. mill, 21” Vitrified pipe to Hast Street and 
15” vitrified to the intersection of East and Elm Streets. 


The work has been carried forward at a very rapid rate and 
with an open winter we hope to have the Main Outfall Sewer 
completed by March Ist. 


The results to date show that the town was fortunate in secur- 
ing so able and efficient a man as Mr. DiCristofaro who has handled 
his work in a manner that is indeed a credit-to himself and to the 
town. 


The Board and I feel that considerable credit is also due Mr. E. 
Worthington and Fay, Spofford & Thorndike for their hearty co- 
operation and promptness in their dealings with the town. 


An estimated balance of $26,000.00 is available for additional 
work beyond the intersection of Elm and East Streets and Fay, 
Spofford & Thorndike were instructed to furnish plans for the ex- 
tension as far as the Multibestos Company on South Street. 


With these plans finished and so many Walpole men out of 
employment it seemed worthwhile to execute this extension us- 
ing our citizens under proper supervision. This work was started 
December 28th and it is estimated that we shall have about three 
months work and reach a point approximately at Lewis Avenue. 
This enables us to train men in this particular line of construction 
so that they will be efhcient in handling all of our future laterals 
and extensions. 


Now with our Outfall Sewer nearing completion, we should 
concentrate upon our two worst conditions namely: Walpole 
Square and the section in Kast Walpole all along Washington 
Street. In-order to proceed with these two projects it will he 
necessary to have complete engineering plans executed. This 
work may then be taken care of by our own departments using 
town labor and handled approximately the same as a water ex- 
tension except for engineering supervision. 


In closing I wish to thank the Board of Selectmen, Mrs. Mar- 
garet Willis, my secretary, Mrs. Mabel Hart, our clerk, and the 
other town officials for their splendid co-operation and loyal sup- 
port which have indeed been greatly appreciated by me. This 
splendid co-operation is especially gratifying to a stranger com- 
ing here with practically no acquaintances and as I referred to in 
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the opening of my report this is the spirit that makes the success 


of our charter.

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REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER 


Mr. Frederick F. Libby, Town Engineer, 
Walpole, Mass. 


Dear Mr. Libby: 


Our previous record of an excellent health situation in Walpole 
continued through 1931. The co-operation of all health workers 
with each other in the Town and with the State Department 
of Public Health is the prime factor of our good record. 


Epidemics of contagious diseases have been mild in character 
and of very short duration. The very close supervision of pupils 
in the school by the nurses and the school physicians keeps con- 
tagion at a minimum. 


Tuberculosis shows a marked increase in Walpole during the 
past two years. We have several cases hospitalized at present, 
also a waiting list of several others. 


The care of Tuberculosis cases is the largest item of expense 
in this department and will be on the increase during the coming 
two years. : 


The Board of Sewer Commissioners have started actual con- 
struction work upon our sewer hookup with the Metropolitan 
System and perhaps in 1932 we can actually eliminate some of 
the unsanitary conditions at both East Walpole and Walpole 
Centre. 


The milk situation in Walpole was again ably handled by Mr. 
Hoyt. Beginning Jan. 1, 1932, the milk consumer will be further 
protected by an added regulation to our rules. After that date 
no cow’s milk, whether pasteurized or not, is to be sold in the 
Town of Walpole that is not produced by animals regularly tested 
for tuberculosis under the Federal Accredited Herd Plan. 


Our dental clinic has been carried on as last year by Dr. Burke 
and Miss Bourassa. The great good accomplished by this clinic 
is self evident and is commented upon favorably by visiting officials 
from the State Board of Health. 


Reports from various officers connected with this department 
are attached hereto, also our items of expenses, vital statistics 
and cases of contagious diseases.

REPORT OF MILK INSPECTOR 


, Walpole, Mass., December 31, 1931. 
Dr. Wiliam H. Maguire, Health Officer, 
Walpole, Mass. 


Dear Dr. Maguire: 


In 1931 the Health Department, division of milk inspection, 
has issued twelve permits and fifty three licenses to sell milk or 
cream, thirty of the licenses were granted to stores or restaurants. 
Two licenses to operate a pasteurizer were issued. 


Permits to sell “Grade A Massachusetts Milk’? were granted 
to two local producer-dealers. Such milk must be produced in 
this State under cleanly and sanitary conditions from healthy 
cows and be so cooled and cared for that in its raw state the bac- 
teria count shall not average more than one hundred thousand per 
cubic centimeter, upon examination of five samples taken one each 
day, and each from a different lot of milk, on five consecutive 
days. 


The usual inspection of dairies, barns, animals and analysis of 
milk samples has been made with the result that our Walpole 
milk supply has proven, on the whole, most satisfactory. 


Mr. Tony Adams of South Walpole built a very creditable 
new dairy, and Mr. Christopher Sauer of North Street has im- 
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proved his dairy equipment and particularly the drainage facilities 
for his dairy in order to comply with our local requirements. At 
the Kvandale Farm a vacuum cleaner for grooming the cattle has 
been installed and put to use. 


A new ruling to the effect that all milk offered for sale in Wal- 
pole must come from herds regularly tested for tuberculosis under 
the Federal Accredited Herd Plan, whether such milk is pas- 
teurized or not, becomes operative January 1, 1932. As a result 
of this ruling every cow in the Town is now under test. This is 
a very desirable condition, a goal which was set five years ago. 


The school children have been fortunate in that they have 
continued to be supplied with milk by the Norfolk County Agri- 
cultural School. 


Citizens appreciate nearby local milk, the source of which they 
themselves can readily inspect, which, by reason of its fresh con- 
dition, is superior and worth a higher price. I urge every one who 
ean possibly do so to personally visit and inspect the source of 
milk purchased for home use.

I submit the following report for the year 1931. 


After the Federal test, if there are reactors, disinfecting should 
be done immediately. Liquor Cresolis or a similar compound 
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that contains 50% Cresylic Acid are the only forms of disinfectants 
which are approved. 


The amount of disinfectant to be used is one gallon of disin- 
fectant to an ordinary barrel of water, which is thirty two gallons. 
Proper cleaning and removing of all dust and encrustations be- 
fore application of disinfectant is most important. 


I have made 97 calls. The annual inspection consisted of 623 
cows, 23 bulls, 147 swine, 97 sheep, 5 goats.

REPORTS 
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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PUBLIC WELFARE 


Walpole, Mass., December 31, 1931. 
To Your Honor, the Board of Selectmen: 
Gentlemen: 


In compliance with the Town Charter the Board of Public 
Welfare herewith submits the annual report for the year 1931. 


We have had considerable to contend with during the past 
year with the unemployment situation the enactment of the 
Old Age Assistance Law Chapter 402, which became effective 
July 1, 1931, and which is under the direct supervision of the 
Board of Public Welfare, and the general unsatisfactory con- 
ditions prevailing at the Town Hall throughout the year. We 
are pleased to now find that the situation at the Town Hall has 
been remedied to a very large degree, and the Board has very 
congenial and satisfactory quarters in which to handle their work. 
We are now trying to install new record systems and the neces- 
sary equipment which we will require. 


Of course, unemployment has been one of the prime factors 
causing demands upon us in this department. However, during 
the year 1931 the Town Engineer’s office has co-operated very 
nicely with our Board in placing men on Town work wherever 
possible. Your Board has further invoked the General Laws 
requiring any and every person to whom we might be required to 
give aid, when physically fit, to work out the amount allowed 
under the direction of our Town Engineer. 


From January 1, 1931 to April 1, 1931, our Board also served 
as an Unemployment Committee for the Town. During that 
time such work as trimming trees, shrubs and filling at the Me- 
morial Park was done. After April 1, the Town Engineer’s office 
took over the unemployment work for the remainder of the year. 


We have also been very fortunate in securing quite a lot of 
wood which we have had delivered to the rear of the Fire Station. 
This wood has been sawed by persons applying for aid under the 
direction of the Town Engineer’s office, and when fuel was needed 
for certain families it was delivered by the Town trucks, thereby 
saving us considerable money. 


No doubt you realize as well as our Board that the alien question 
in the matter of employment on Town and State work has caused 
us grave concern. Aliens with settlements in our Town must 
be cared for, but are not allowed, according to law, to work on 
Town or State projects when veterans or citizens are Jobless. 
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Your Board has had several very trying legal questions during 
the past year determining settlements as claimed by other Towns, 
and so far we have been able to reach an adjustment in every case 
with the exception of one now pending with the Town of Foxboro 
which their Board of Public Welfare has turned over to their 
Town Counsel. ‘This case has been in litigation since 1927, and 
as yet we are not definitely certain as to the outcome. although 
we have provided for a transfer from the Old Age Assistance un- 
expended balance to the Welfare Department. Should we be 
obliged to settle this case, we feel that we ought to have the money 
available to make an immediate settlement. 


Your Board has recovered considerable money in reimburse- 
ments and other equities owned by persons who have required 
aid within the last two years. Details of such may be obtained 
from the Town Accountant. Quite often the collecting of monies 
due the Town is very difficult, and of course entails litigation at 
times, although your Board feels that when there is any equity 
available it should belong to the Town, no matter how small, 
and we have worked on that basis for some time. 


We know of no year when your Board has tried to be more fair 
and helpful particularly to the people who are in distress and have 
legal settlements within our Town. At times our action might 
appear to be unfair, but after thorough and definite investigation 
of all facts, we believe this will prove to be otherwise. You realize 
that we have been criticized and berated by some in certain cases 
on actions taken by us, but we are always glad to disclose to any 
voter at our meetings any information which they might desire. 
Of course, we are prohibited from disclosing any information 
in public. We are bound to secure the cold facts of all cases, and 
we must not let our sentiments or those of other people sway us 
in the proper discharge of our duties. 


There are many persons who would otherwise apply for aid 
who have received it from some private sources, and especially 
from the clergy. The various charitable organizations, as in 
former years, have been very generous during the Thanksgiving and 
Christmas seasons. 


The Walpole Fire Department has worked diligently in col- 
lecting all sorts of toys and children’s furniture, and are remodelling 
and painting these toys, the same to be delivered to the children 
of families who might not otherwise have a very enjoyable Christ- 
mas. ‘This body of men has also been very helpful to this Board 
in many other ways. 


The Bird & Son Soccer Football Team was very thoughtful 
and generous in the donation of $72.73 to be used in helping de- 
serving citizens who might be out of a job and in dire circumstances. 


The Old Age Assistance Bureau, as you know, came into being 
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on July 1, 1931, and we were provided with an appropriation of 
$5,500.00 for this bureau for the six months ending December 31, 
1931. We have not approved all applications, and in view of the 
fact that we did not begin to disburse aid on July 1, we have about 
one-half of our appropriation unexpended. Most of our cases 
have been reinvestigated by the State Department, and as yet 
we have received from them but one complaint with regard to our 
methods and the amount of aid granted. 


We are now aiding sixteen persons in this bureau, and we have 
five additional applications pending which have not as yet been 
fully investigated. 


In the Public Welfare and Old Age Departments we have en- 
deavored to keep expenses at the lowest possible minimum. We 
have checked with various cities and towns, and we find that Wal- 
pole’s percentage is about the lowest per capita expended in Wel- 
fare work in any town situated as we are. 


We have aided throughout the year 84 adults, 154 children, 7 
families in other Towns, 5 State cases, and we also have 2 adults 
at the State Infirmary at Tewksbury, one at the Cancer Hospital 
in Pondville, one at the Tuberculosis Hospital in Braintree, 4 
children at the Massachusetts State Hospital School, 2 children 
under supervision of the Division of Child Guardianship, and 3 
cases under the Mothers Aid Act. 


Of course, it is Very difficult for our department to estimate our 
needs for any great period of time in advance although our esti- 
mate for 1931 in the Welfare Department appeared to be about 
correct. We feel that in view of the present situation the Town 
should appropriate for the Welfare Department the sum of $25,000. 
and $11,500.00 for the Bureau of Old Age Assistance. 


We feel optimistic, and do not believe that the Board will have 
to spend all of the money asked for, but in view of the conditions 
as they are, we feel that the tax payers ought to be prepared in 
advance to cope with any situation which might develop, and which, 
of course, we are compelled by law to take care of within reason- 
able limits. 


Of course, the Town will recover 14 of the money expended in 
assistance by the Bureau of Old Age, according to the General 
Laws, Chapter 402.

At a Town Meeting on October 24, 1927 a committee was ap- 
pointed to investigate the methods of taxation in the Town of 
Walpole and report at a later Town Meeting. In 1928 this Com- 
mittee reported progress. In 1930 the personnel was changed, 
and the Committee since then has consisted of Thomas M. Con- 
nell, Chairman, Patrick H. Mahoney, Clerk, and Axel H. Anderson. 


On February 16, 1931, at an Adjourned Town Meeting, it was 
voted to have a survey made of all the buildings in Town, under 
the direction of this Taxation Committee, in conjunction with 
the Board of Assessors. 


The work of re-valuation of the buildings commenced on April 
10th, under the Lucey system, and the last measurements were 
given to the Board of Assessors on August 21st. The tax rate 
was declared on August 25th, and the taxes were committed to 
the Collector on September 11th. 


A joint meeting of the Taxation Committee and the Board 
of Assessors was held at the office of the Board of Assessors on 
Thursday, July 23d, with all members of both boards present. 
Mr. H. Ford, the appraiser, discussed the final assessments on 
the buildings in the Town of Walpole, and it was unanimously 
voted to use the “sound value” for taxable purposes. 


We believe the Lucey System to be well adapted for the build- 
ings in this Town.

The Board recommends the widening of Summer Street, and 
also recommends the removal of a hazard by rounding off and 
grading the land at the north corner of Kendall and Main Streets. 


Attention is called to a dangerous condition existing at South 
Walpole Square at the junction of Washington and Water Streets. 
The Board recommends that a survey be made with a view to 
widening the roadway and rounding off the corner. 


During the year a great deal was accomplished by the Town 
in following the recommendations submitted in last year’s report. 
Three dangerous knolls were removed from the Town highways; 
a good beginning was made on street layouts; about nine thousand 
feet of sidewalks were built; a beginning has been made on a map 
of Town streets, showing widths and other pertinent data, and 
designating them as Town, County or State highways, and in 
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many other ways progress has been made along the lines suggested 
by the Board. 


At the request of the School Committee a survey was made 
of the Town for the purpose of selecting possible sites for future 
school buildings, and a report was made to the School Committee. 


At the request of the Board, Mr. EK. T. Hartman, State Con- 
sultant on Planning and Zoning visited Walpole and advised the 
Board on many matters of local concern. 


At the time of the fire in the Maguire Block, East Walpole, 
an effort was made in the direction of widening East Street at its 
point of entrance into Washington Street, but nothing was ac- 
complished. 


The dangerous condition of the concrete standpipe was noted 
and its replacement by an iron pipe was urged. The concrete 
standpipe has been discontinued and a new iron pipe has been 
erected. 


A letter was sent to the Superintendent of Schools and to the 
Scout Masters suggesting that they impress upon the children 
the necessity for using the sidewalks on all streets where side- 
walks are available. j 


The unsanitary condition of the Neponset River at South Wal- 
pole was noted and called to the attention of the Town Engineer. 


The Board was appointed by the Moderator as a special com- 
mittee to investigate conditions at White’s Crossing in West Wal- 
pole and make recommendations’ tending to reduce the hazard 
at this point. The report will be ready for submission to the 
voters at the Annual Town Meeting. 


ReMr. L. B. Fletcher, executive secretary of the Trustees of Pub- 
lic Reservations was the guest of the Board on November 20th, 
and addressed an informal gathering on constructive planning 
along new highways. Among those present were representatives 
of the Walpole Board of Selectmen, the Finance Committee, the 
Selectmen of Foxboro and Sharon, and the Sharon Planning Board. 


An improved traffic condition would be brought about by re- 
locating Station Street to line up with Front Street, and by mak- 
ing Elm Street one way from West Street to East Street. The 
Board recommends consideration of this change. 


A land taking at the north corner of Fisher and Main Streets 
is recommended as a safety measure for the purpose of making 
a better approach to Fisher Street, and a triangular grass plot 
at this point is recommended as an aid to beautifying the section. 


Again the Board recommends the laying out of a new way on 
the easterly side of the railroad tracks from Allen’s gravel pit 
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on West Street to the West Walpole bridge, thus eliminating two 
overhead bridges and two underpasses. 


The members of the Board desire to express their appreciation 
of the courtesy extended to them, and of the co-operative spirit 
with which planning problems were received by the Board of 
Selectmen. They also desire to thank Town Engineer Fred F. 
Libby for his readiness and willingness to assist at all times in 
solving planning problems.

REPORT OF WHITE’S CROSSING COMMITTEE 


The Planning Board, acting as a special committee to bring 
in recommendations tending to remove the hazard at White’s 
Crossing, reports that after an exhaustive study of the situation 
itfwas generally agreed that the best solution of the problem would 
be to close the crossing, and extend Lincoln Road to connect with 
Campbell Street, Norfolk, using the Norfolk underpass as an en- 
trance to Bird Street. 


The matter was taken up with representatives of the Nor- 
folk Board of Selectmen who expressed a willingness to co-operate, 
and on August 6th, Mr. A. T. Olson, of the Committee and Mr. 
Howard Mann of the Norfolk Board of Selectmen called on Mr. 
Russell, vice president of the New Haven Railroad, and laid the 
proposition before him. Mr. Russell favored the proposal and 
expressed a willingness to assist the Towns in carrying out the 
project. It was suggested at the conference with Mr. Russell 
that some plan could be worked out by “agreement’’ that would 
probably hasten the project, as it might be years before anything 
could be done through having to wait until it reached the regular 
program. 


Since that time a lay out has been made by the County Com- 
missioners and a hearing has been held at the State House, at- 
tended by representatives of the two Towns, the New Haven 
Railroad, the County and the State. 


Prior to the County lay out, Mr. Libby of Walpole and Mr. 
Callahan of Norfolk made a survey of the ground, and both en- 
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gineers believe that the total cost will not exceed $10,000., the 
amount estimated by the County Engineers. 


Your committee moves that an appropriation of $1,500. be made 
to be used, if and when, the Town of Norfolk, the County of Nor- 
folk, the State of Massachusetts, and the N. Y. N. H. & H.R. R., 
appropriate sums sufficient to make up a total of $10,000.

REPORT OF TOWN COUNSEL 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Walpole, Massachusetts. 


I have the honor to submit herewith my report as Town Coun- 
sel of Walpole for 1931—1932. 


I may point with pride to certain achievements which I believe 
will be of lasting benefit to the Town. 


The first of these is the establishment of a permanent legal 
file in the steel cabinet provided by you. I believe this to be the 
first step in the creation of a Law Department which will not 
suffer too great a loss of efficiency where the changes of politics 
necessitate a change in the office of Town Counsel. This will 
also be of service to future Boards and will minimize duplication 
of legal work. 


By rendering written opinions upon all questions arising during 
my term, I believe to have made a distinct step forward in bringing 
this office to greater usefulness to the Town. I believe the ad- 
vantages of this mode of procedure to be three. 1. The direct 
placing of responsibility for legal decisions. 2. The tendency 
of a written opinion to represent well considered conclusions. 
3. The opportunity of Town officials to build up a system of 
decisions which will serve as precedents for future action. 


I have attempted something in this office which I believe not 
to have been practiced previously and which has brought much 
dislike upon me. I refer to the fact that I have attempted to 
interfere in any case where I believe a Town official to be wrongly 
proceeding rather than wait for him to get into trouble. This 
has, of course, been productive of much friction, but I believe 
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and will continue to maintain that this is a part of a conscientious 
discharge of the duties of the office. 


The various cases tried have been, I believe, fairly satisfactory. 
Our case before the Board of Tax Appeals (First National Bank of 
Boston vs. Board of Assessors of Walpole) represented two things: 
1. A lack of adjustment of the Board of Assessors to changing 
conditions. 2. The appearance before a tribunal which was 
inaugaurated to reduce taxes on manufacturers. (I cite with ap- 
proval the remarks of His Honor the Mayor of Boston in this 
connection. ) 


I might also call to the attention of the Board that if the Town 
Charter is to be strictly observed in so far as it applies to the Town 
Counsel, that is, if all the services required by it are to be taken 
out of “salary” that the salary should be larger and the appropria- 
tion for special work smaller, but I leave this matter to your judg- 
ment. 


In closing, I might say that I have tried to make a success of 
this job, I have tried to make it of service to the Town rather 
than “just another job.” 


I take this opportunity to thank the Board for their co-operation 
during the year and that to state that in my humble opinion they 
are entitled to the thanks and support of the Town for their con- 
duct of office in a period involving so many difficult decisions.

Regular meetings of the School Committee are held on_ the 
first Monday of each month at 7.45 P. M., in the School Com- 
mittee Room in the Plimpton School. It is the wish of the Com- 
mittee that anyone having suggestions, problems, or desiring 
information on school affairs appear before the Committee when 
it is in session. 


Superintendent 


On March 19, 1931 Mr. Frank L. Mansur tendered his resig- 
nation, as Superintendent, to become effective April 25, 1931 in 
order that he might accept a similar position at Swampscott, 
Massachusetts. 


Mr. Mansur is a splendid citizen, teacher, executive, and builder. 
As a citizen, he has taken a keen interest in Town affairs and has 
served on many committees. As a teacher, he has gained the 
respect and admiration of his students. As an executive, he has 
built the Walpole Schools up to their high standing which the State 
Department of Education approves as Class A. As a builder, 
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we have as testimonials to him the new Boyden School in South 
Walpole and the addition to the High School. 


On April 21st the Committee, after much work and careful 
consideration, appointed Mr. Arthur C. Jones, principal of the 
Bird School as successor to Mr. Frank L. Mansur. 


Repairs 


The Committee acknowledges the willingness to co-operate 
with them of Mr. Libby, our Town Engineer. 


Some of the recommendations for the coming year are: 


Bird School: 


1. An electric light should be installed near stairs leading to 
the Boiler room. 

2. Flag-pole should be painted, and new flag-ropes put up. 

3. A new entrance and driveway to the school grounds should 
be constructed. 

4. ‘Tower clocks should be installed. 


Fisher School: 


1. Classroom ceilings should be whitewashed. 

2. Classroom walls should be painted. 

3. Walls of corridors and stairways should be painted. 

4. Tower clock should be put in good condition or replaced. 


Plimpton School: 


1. Walls of corridors and stairways should be painted. 
2. A drain from cess-pools should be constructed. 


High School: 


1. Flag-pole should be painted; and new flag-ropes put up. 
2. Roof should be repaired where necessary. — 

3. Portions of brick wall should be treated. 

4. Library walls and ceiling should be painted. 


Stone School: 
1. Flag-pole should be painted, and new flag-ropes put up. 
2. The coal bin should be rebuilt. 
3. A window at coal bin should be installed. 
4. Windows at stairway facing School Street should be 
tightened or weatherstripped. 


Health 


The Health Officer of the Town has changed quarantine re- 
quirements for mumps, german measles, and chicken pox. The 
child with the disease is the only one that need be excluded from 
school after March 2, 1931. 


tle 
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Our School Physicians, Dr. Thomas M. Connell, Dr. Frederick 
H. Fuller, and Dr. Edward R. DeRoma, with the capable as- 
sistance of our school nurse, Miss Anna F. Sabatis, have kept a 
careful supervision over all pupils. 


The school physician whose turn it is to be assigned to the High 
School will also have charge of all medical work connected with 


athletics there. 


New School Buildings 


The Committee believes that the next new school building 
should be located in the neighborhood of Washington and High 
Plain Streets. It is advisable to wait until the effects of the new 
super-highway on growth of population are known before definitely 
deciding on the location for such school. 


Transportation 


The Committee voted that after April 19, 1931 no pupil in the 
sixth grade or below shall be transported at the expense of the 
Town to elementary schools if. his home is within a mile and one 
quarter of the school he is to attend. No pupil above the sixth 
grade shall be transported at the Town’s expense if his home is 
within a mile and one half of the school he is to attend. 


~The distances of the individual homes from the schools were 
obtained from the office of our Town Engineer, Mr. Libby. 


The Coney Street and Moose Hill Road route was established 
and the High Plain Street route was put on full time schedule. 


The West and Main Street route has grown so much in the 
last year that it necessitated the following change: 


Pupils living on Main Street from Spring Street south, on 
Allen Street, and on Norfolk Street near the corner of 
Allen Street are transported by Mr. Jarvis. 


Pupils living on West Street, Lincoln Road, Granite Street, 
and on Norfolk Street near the corner of West and Norfolk 
Streets are transported by Mr. Pierce.

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REPORT OF THE CHARLES FALES FUND SCHOLARSHIP 
COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of Walpole: 


The Charles Fales Fund Scholarship Committee presents here- 
in its first annual report. 


The following officers were elected at the first meeting. 
B. D. Rogers, Chairman R. H. Kannally, Secretary 


Mr. Jones, Mr. MacLeod, and Mr. Kannally were elected to 
act as a sub-committee to draw up forms for the purpose of in- 
vestigating the standing of the applicants in both High School 
and College. 


The awarding of the scholarships is based on the following 
excerpt from the will of Lewis F. Fales: 

“In memory of my father, one hundred thousand dollars, to 
be known as the ‘Charles Fales Fund,” to the Town of Wal- 
pole, Massachusetts, provided, unless a Board of Commissioners 
of Trust Funds is then existing in said Town, said Town shall have 
created a Board of Commissioners of Trust Funds in accordance 
with the laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts within 
two years from the time said Town is notified by my said Trustee 
so to do. The income from said Fund to be used for scholar- 
ships to be paid as hereinafter provided, to students, male or fe- 
male, of the schools of the Town who become students at any 
university, college or institute. Such scholarships are to be as 
nearly as practical each for the sum of five hundred dollars an- 
nually, and to be paid to each undergraduate or postgraduate in 
a university, college or institute to whom it may be awarded by 
a committee to be known as the ‘‘Charles Fales Fund Scholar- 
ship Committee,’’ which committee shall consist of the Superin- 
tendent of the Schools of Walpole for the time being, the Prin- 
cipal of the High School of Walpole for the time being, and if 
there be at any time more than one High School in Walpole the 
Principals of each High School for the time being, and the members 
for the time being of the School Committee or other body hav- 
ing charge of the Schools of Walpole. The awards of scholar- 
ship shall be for one year and shall be made during the month 
of December of each and every year. Said Scholarship Com- 
mittee shall keep a record of its doings and make a report to the 
Town at the end of each year. It shall so far as practical keep 
in touch with the progress and standing of each student to whom 
an award of a scholarship has been made. It is not my desire 
to hamper in any way the Committee in making their award, 
but there are three factors which I desire they should take into 
consideration,—character, scholarship, and physical and* mental 
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vigour. I also desire that students wishing to extend their edu- 
cation along technical lines shall, other things being equal, be 
given preference.”’ 


The Committee, after a careful investigation of the candi- 
dates, awarded scholarships to the following:

Phyllis Howard, 10 Clark Avenue, now attending Jackson Col- 
lege. 


David Kelley, 874 East Street, now attending Harvard Law 
School. 


Albert Nagel, 16 Prospect Street, now attending Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology. 


Almon Parker, 1275 Washington Street, now attending Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology. 


The Committee hopes that funds will be available for approxi- 
mately ten scholarships next year.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee of Walpole, Massachusetts: 


It is the aim and purpose of the Walpole Schools to give to 
every pupil the best education he is capable of acquiring. With 
this end in view, it is my aim to provide every teacher with an 
unhampered opportunity of doing the best teaching of which 
she is capable, and to provide every pupil with ample opportuni- 
ties for study and learning. 


With this thought in mind, I present for your consideration the 
following comments. 


School Population 


The growth of the schools this year has followed the same trend 
as in the past two years. The Stone School and the Plimpton 
School are both uncomfortably full. The Fisher School and 
the Boyden School have room for growth. It appears likely 
that another teacher will be necessary at the Bird School where 
fortunately there is room for expansion. . 


At the High School, the membership figures as of December 
31 over a period of six years are as follows:— 


1926 328 pupils 

1927 358 pupils, a 9% increase. 
1928 392 pupils, a 9% increase. 
1929 A401 pupils, a 2% increase. 
1930 440 pupils, a 10% increase. 
1931 474 pupils, a 7.7% increase. 


The High School Principal, Mr. MacLeod, would seem to be 
justified in his prediction that the 1932 enrollment will exceed 
500. 


Mr. Mansur, in his 1930 School Report, set 700 as the ultimate 
capacity of the present High School building. Including the 
200 pupils enrolled in the Junior High School, this figure of 700 
will have been reached in 1932. Increases beyond that point 
will mean overcrowding. This will obviously occur four years 
ahead of the estimate of the Survey Committee of 1927. 


This increase in enrollment will mean that an additional teacher 
will be necessary at the High School next year. 
School Costs 


The cost of the Schools is growing every year, but so is the 
size of the schools. There is no extravagance or lack of good 
business management. In fact, the School Department is a 


a >. 
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good business concern. Let me illustrate. Each year, claims 
are made upon the Commonwealth for re-imbursements on ac- 
count of salaries paid to teachers. These claims vary from $100 
to $200, depending on the training and experience of the teacher. 
If a teacher’s salary is $1,200 and she meets certain requirements 
of the State Department of Education, Walpole is re-imbursed 
to the extent of $200. This $200 does not come to the School 
Department but goes into the Walpole Town Treasury. The 
total amount received by the Town of Walpole in 1931 on account 
of the School Department claims and receipts was $22,773.20. 


If this money were available to the School Department, the 
School budget would be that much smaller. It is interesting to 
note in this connection what percentage the Town gets from its 
investment in the School Department Budget. This sum of 
$22,773.20 is 13.6% of the 1931 Appropriation of $167,384.43. 
As a financial proposition alone, any business which brings a 
13% return on the investment is considered a good business in 
the best of times. 


The following figures show the trend of school expenditures 
throughout the State as a whole for the ten year period, 1920- 
1930. The amount spent in the State in 1930 was more than 
double the amount spent in 1920. ,Over the same period, Wal- 
pole’s expenditure for schools increased only 30%.

Teachers and Salaries 


I wish to commend to you the high quality of work which our 
teachers are doing.and the earnestness with which they approach 
their tasks. The first requisite for good schools is good teachers. 
I believe every effort should be made to retain the teachers on 
our faculties even to the sacrifice of other things and to hire only 
those teachers who have had satisfactory experience or who have 
maintained excellent records in the normal schools. 


Personality, health, mental alertness, studiousness, tact and 
patience are all elements which enter into the making of a good 
teacher. 


During the year, thirteen teachers resigned. Of these, five 
left to be married or to stay at home; the remaining eight had 
secured positions in other communities at salaries more attrac- 
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tive than we are able to pay. Needless to say, Walpole suffers 
a distinct loss when it loses a teacher who has proven herself com- 
petent. 


In September, two additional teaching positions were created. 
At the High School, increased enrollment necessitated the em- 
ployment of one additional instructor. At the Stone School, 
a sixth grade teacher was added in order to enable the principal 
to devote more of her time to definite supervision which is the 
most important part of a principal’s work. 


Professional Improvement Courses 


It is pleasing to record at this time work done by the teachers 
during the past year along professional lines. The courses se- 
lected have usually been closely related to the class room work 
of the teachers. These teachers are doing something worth- 
while. Their increased alertness and knowledge are reflected in 
improved class-room work. I highly commend this attitude on 
their part. A list of teachers who took professional improvement 
courses during 1931 will be found on another page. 


Teacher Committees 


I. Last year, a committee of teachers was appointed to study 
our Geography problems. There was some question in the minds 
of the teachers as to the efficiency and modernity of the textbook 
in use. This committee, under the leadership of Mr. Downs, 
sent questionnaires to a large number of school systems for the 
purpose of ascertaining what texts were in use elsewhere and in 
general how other communities were handling their Geography 
problems. The committee held numerous meetings studying 
the merits of the newer textbooks and definitely recommended 
the new Atwood-Thomas Series of Geographies published by Ginn 
& Company. This Series was adopted by the School Committee 
and the Fourth Grade book was purchased for all the fourth grades 
in Walpole. After being in use for the past four months, teachers 
and pupils are unanimous in their approval of it. Next year, 
we plan to extend the Series to all the fifth grades. 


II. For a number of years, our course of study has offered 
Household Arts work in the form of Sewing to Fifth Grade girls. 
No similar work in Manual Arts has been provided for the boys 
of that grade. It has been our belief that the boys should be given 
some type of handwork to correspond with the Sewing given to 
the girls. There have been sporadic attempts to find work which 
would answer the purpose. An obstacle has always presented 
itself; no two teachers had the same desires, aptitudes and abilities. 
Consequently, there have been as many types of work as there 
are fifth grades. . 


"> Vas 
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In an effort to bring about some degree of uniformity in this 
work, I asked the fifth grade teachers to act as a committee to 
work out plans which could be developed into a rather definite 
course of study for fifth grade boys. This group of teachers, 
with Miss Andrews acting as chairman, has prepared a series of 
projects in handwork which includes among others, projects in- 
volving the use of the coping-saw, book-binding materials and 
block-printing materials. 


In my opinion, this committee has done a worthwhile piece of 
work. 


Evening School 


Walpole does not maintain an Evening School, but pays tu- 
ition for Walpole residents who wish to attend the Evening School 
maintained by the Norwood School Department. In addition 
to the usual Junior and Senior High School subjects, Commer- 
cial work has been offered this year. Fourteen Walpole residents 
have availed themselves of this opportunity. For the most. part, 
these have been pupils who have withdrawn from Walpole Schools 
within the last five years. 


Evening Vocational School 


This school maintained by the Norwood School Department 
has offered courses in Home Decoration, Dress-making and Foods 
this year. The Walpole School Department has paid tuition 
for those Walpole residents who wished to be enrolled in one or 
more of these courses. Fourteen young women from Walpole 
took advantage of this. 


Both Evening School and Evening Vocational School Classes 
met two evenings a week during the Fall and Winter months. 


The High School 


The High School has this year an unusually skilled corp of 
teachers. The co-operation among the members of the school 
staff has been decidedly helpful. Under Mr. MacLeod’s direc- 
tion, scholarship, conduct and athletics are receving proper em- 
phasis. 


The school continues to enjoy the “Class A’’ rating which is 
the highest that can be awarded by the State Department of 
Education. | 


Home Study 


Home study is often a problem with both parent and teacher. 
Some parents believe the school demands too much time for home 
study and others complain that not enough time is required. It 
is difficult for the school to reconcile and satisfy both views.

In many cases of failure, however, an underlying cause is lack 
of consistent and effective home study. This does not necessarily 
mean that the pupil does not put in enough time over his books. 
The lack of success may be due to the fact that his attention is 
distracted by radio, conversation, or other influences. Quiet 
and isolation are prime requisites for effective study. The pupil 
should receive sufficient instruction in school as to how to attack 
his work. In the home, parental co-operation may sometimes 
be of great assistance. 


Music 


As you will see in the report of the music supervisor, Mr. Morse, 
the enthusiasm which existed a year ago has in no way diminished; 
rather, it has increased. Mr. Mansur expressed in these pages 
last year the belief that instruction in instrumental music is be- 
coming just as much a function of the public school as is training 
in vocal music. The School Department is not as yet in a po- 
sition to employ an instructor for this purpose but is lending Mr. 
Morse its moral support in his attempt to provide this instruction. 


The schools should own musical instruments just as they own 
books which they loan to pupils. We hope to be able to interest 
one or more of the local clubs to the point of presenting instruments 
which would serve as a nucleous for orchestra and band work. 


Radio receiving sets should be installed in the Elementary and 
Junior High Schools in order that advantage may be taken of 
the excellent addresses and demonstrations devoted to education, 
music, art and science. 


Health Work 


Attendance at Health Conferences and visits to other school 
systems convinces me that Walpole Schools are doing the things 
in Health Work which are urged by the State Department of 
Education and which are to be found in the leading school communi- 
ties. 


It is interesting to note the number of different agencies which 
are constantly active in keeping the pupil impressed with the 
desirability of following a definite program for his bodily well- 
being. Contacts are made through the teacher, the school nurse, 
the dentist and the dental hygienist, the school doctor, and various 
State and local clinics. The contact which most appeals to grow- 
ing boys and girls is probably that made through the physical 
training work. This work is well planned and handled by our 
physical training teachers. I call your attention to their reports 
which describe in some detail the aims and machinery of their 
work with the pupils of the Elementary School, and the Junior 
and Senior High Schools. 
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These agencies all have their places in a modern school system; 
each is doing its work well; but they are as yet separate and dis- 
tinct agencies; they approach the child’s health problems from 
different angles. As the size of our school system increases, the 
need of employing a Director of Health work will become in- 
creasingly evident. It would be the duty of such a director to 
co-ordinate the efforts and aims of the various agencies and to 
plan their work in such a way as to bring the efforts of all into a 
single unified plan which would have as its object the health of 
the child. 


My work this year has been simplified by the ready enthusiasm 
and co-operation with which suggestions and requests have been 
met. I take this opportunity to express my appreciation to all 
with whom I have come in contact.

REPORT OF PRINCIPAL OF THE HIGH SCHOOL 


Mr. Arthur C. Jones, Superintendent of Schools, 


Walpole, Massachusetts. 
Dear Sir: 


I herewith submit to you my fifth annual report as Principal 
of the Walpole High School. 


It is a pleasure to inform you that to date most of our pupils 
have shown a seriousness of purpose toward their work. Com- 
paring this year to any of our previous four, I believe the school 
morale to be on a higher plane and our general progress more 
satisfactory. With a larger registration than usual and seven 
teachers new to our school, we might have had many problems in 
getting under way but such was not the case. In fact from the 
opening day there has been a better spirit of co-operation on the 
part of the pupils. Investigation of the few children who still 
persist in making themselves obnoxious to the rest of the group 
reveal the fact that they usually have been problems in their 
previous schools, often in their homes, and sometimes in the com- 
munity where they reside. If we can use their energy and initia- 
tive in worthwhile matters we shall have performed a real service. 
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Our school continues to make a healthy growth. ‘The regis- 
tration on September 9 showed a total of 472 as compared with 
341 in 1927, 385 in 1928, 398 in 1929, and 432 in 1930. We may 
safely predict that it will be slightly more than 500 next Septem- 
ber. Our building is not over crowded but we might call it ‘“‘com- 
fortably full.’ The registration by grades on December 23 is 
Seniors 84, Juniors 110, Sophomores 131, Freshmen 146, Post 
Graduates 1, which totals 472. Of the 14 pupils who have left 
school since September, eight did so because they moved to other 
towns, three were sick, two left to work, and one to help at home. 


School attendance is compulsory for many of our pupils yet we 
find some excuses signed by parents who are permitting their 
children to be absent for most any reason. Absence from school 
interferes so greatly with successful school work that I am again 
bringing this to your attention. The percentage of attendance for 
1930-31 was 96.13 which figures compare favorably with those of 
other years. There were 3198 days of absence which is very nearly 
the total attendance that eighteen pupils would have if they were 
present 180 days. In other words we might say eighteen pupils lost 
through absence one year’s schooling. From our experience it is 
safe to say that there are too many pupils who absent themselves 
unnecessarily. In this same connection we should consider the tardi- 
ness record. Last year we had 479 cases which averages a little 
more than one per pupil. If we look over the registers we find 
that thirty pupils accounted for 264 of the total and that 9 of 
these pupils were responsible for 125. This group, tending to 
repeat year after year, come from homes responsible for the for- 
mation of a very bad habit. | 


Our athletic program has been extended to include second teams 
in baseball, football, field hockey, and basketball. In addition 
to first and second teams in basketball we have leagues in the 
7th, 8th, and freshmen years which total twenty teams. The 
athletic assignments made last fall are as follows: Football Coach, 
Mr. Johnson, assisted by Mr. Mason and Mr. Christie; Field 
Hockey, Miss Wallace; Basketball Coach, Mr. Mason, assisted 
by Mr. Christie; Ice Hockey Coach, Mr. Johnson; Track Coach, 
Mr. Mason, assisted by Mr. Sullivan; Baseball Coach, Mr. John- 
son, assisted by Mr. McLaughlin and Mr. Goodrich. We have 
attempted at all times to remember that the school is first, and 
athletics second. Our equipment which is bought with the idea 
of protecting the players from possible injury is cleaned and re- 
paired by the Ivory System. We have continued to sell season 
tickets to pupils at reduced rates to make the cost per game small. 
Last year we awarded 86 letters to 66 different pupils. We can- 
not say that every pupil plays some sport in our school, but we 
do know that our squads are large and equipment good. 


The seven new members of the faculty have adjusted them- 
selves very nicely to our school. Although we were sorry to 
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lose the former teachers it is satisfying to know that in most cases 
they left to receive larger salaries in other school systems. Dur- 
ing the summer the following assignments were made: College 
Mathematics to Mr. McLaughlin, Shop Math and Arithmetic 
to Mr. Goodrich, Geography and Civics to Mr. Christie, Shop 
English to Miss Morrissey, Latin to Miss Moore, United States 
History and Economics to Mr. Sullivan, and Stenography to Miss 
Kannally. In addition to these assignments all teachers have 
some extra-curricular activities to direct. The faculty has demon- 
strated good teaching methods, maintained discipline, and co- 
operated well. 


Under the direction of Mr. Morse the Glee Club presented last 
April Gilbert & Sullivan’s “The Midako.” This production in- 
volved so much extra work along various lines that it became 
a school project in the true sense of that term. The scenery 
was made in the shops and art room, the costumes in the domestic 
arts department, and the coaching was done by Mr. Mansur and 
some of the teachers. The school enjoyed the work and did so 
well with the production that the Glee Club is now working on 
another operetta ‘‘Pirates of Penzance,” by. Gilbert & Sullivan. 


Last year each Freshmen home room put on a one act play be- 
fore the whole class and the combined group produced a play to 
which invited friends from other classes came. This scheme 
we are planning to continue. The Senior Class will stage its 
annual play on January 8. Mr. Strout the class advisor is dividing 
the work among the home room teachers while Miss Maxfield 
is coaching and Mr. Grover is making some new stage equipment. 


I previously reported that the Walpole Woman’s Club has 
given the school some very beautiful pictures. Again this year 
we are to receive another picture from that organization. Since 
the choice was left with me I selected Amicks ‘‘The Oregon Trail,” 
a famous American painting. The class of 1931 has also presented 
us a beautiful state flag to be placed on the stage in the assembly 
hall. 


The library which was so well organized by Miss Rich is now 
ably supervised by Miss Newcomb. As in the past the public 
library has supplied us with most of our books for outside reading 
in English. The reference books are for the most part our own. 
The magazine list is very good covering a broad field. I agree 
with the following which is taken from a state bulletin. ‘A good 
library is an essential feature of every well equipped high school. 
An acquaintance with the important books in the various fields 
and at least a fair skill in finding the facts and material stored 
in books is an important part of an education. The newer methods 
of teaching, such as the project and directed learning, make the 
high school library a vital part of the school work. Under the 
best conditions the library is a laboratory or workshop for all 
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the departments of the high school. The work in English, in 
history and the other social studies and in science, if it is to be most 
efficient must make large use of reference books. The class work 
in foreign languages, the fine arts, household arts, manual training 
and commercial branches can be greatly enriched by a good school 
library.” 


We are very fortunate in having the Walpole Mothers’ Club 
further one of the ‘‘Cardinal Principles of Education,’ namely, 
the development of character. From the funds of the Club several 
speakers are paid each year to address our assemblies. This 
past year the list included such splendid people as Miss Margaret 
Slattery, Big Brother Bob Emery, and Superintendent John F. 
Scully of Brockton. I feel very sure that these men and women 
have exerted a strong influence in developing a better school 
morale. In addition the Mothers’ Club gives at graduation four 
medals awarded for character. 


From the estimated enrollment for next year it is evident that 
we must use for the first time our second study hall as a class 
room. The other study room has been so used since the Junior 
High School took from us Rooms 105 and 106. Because these 
study halls were not designed as class rooms they do not have good 
black board space. Since they must be used, may I urge that 
this condition be remedied? There is also another building mat- 
ter that deserves your attention. When the building was enlarged 
the rooms on the ground floor were left with unplastered ceilings 
which means that there is not a dead air space between these 
rooms and those above. As a result it is possible for the noise 
from the shops and gymnasium to penetrate most annoyingly 
the classrooms directly above. This is particularly troublesome 
in Room 103, 104, and 105. Would it be possible to cover with 
beaver board or some similar material that part of the gym ceil- 
ing which is directly under these rooms? ‘This would be a dis- 
tinct benefit to the Junior High School. 


The school welcomes at all times any parents and friends who 
care to visit. 


In closing I wish to express my appreciation for your co-opera- 
tion.

REPORT OF THE ART SUPERVISOR 


Mr. Arthur C. Jones, Superintendent of Schools, 
Walpole, Massachusetts. 
Dear Sir: 


I submit my third report as Supervisor of Art in the Public 
Schools of Walpole. 


Reviewing the accomplishments of the pupils, it is apparent 
that the faculty and students of all the schools have worked credit- 
ably well. Steady, gradual growth is not spectacular. The 
development of appreciation and sensitiveness to beauty is a 
slow procedure. It is essential, however, if we hope to evolve 
the most admirable type of citizens. 


“No matter what a man or woman’s vocation or profession 
is, life will be fuller and richer for those who learn to appreciate 
art.”’ Worthy of consideration is the value of the introduction 
into the High School Curriculum of a required course in art ap- 
preciation to supplement the elective experience of drawing, in- 
cluding design. The Board of Education in one of the foremost 
educational centers of our country has adopted recently, art ap- 
preciation as the required work for all high school students. Suf- 
ficient material is available so that it is possible to carry the high 
school subject of art-appreciation beyond the “experimental stage” ; 
thus to accomplish one of the major aims of art education, namely, 
to offer to the community citizens whose minds will be sensitive 
to beauty. 


Let us endeavor to prepare everyone to demand artistic mer- 
chandise, and to make decisions concerning civic art problems, as 
well as to enjoy the beauty of nature and art.

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC 


Mr. Arthur C. Jones, Superintendent of Schools, 
Walpole, Massachusetts. 


Dear Mr. Jones: 


In my report last year, I emphasized the desirability of an in- 
strumental program for our schools. 
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A modest start was made in January by organizing violin classes 
in the Stone School. These functioned until the closing of school 
in June. We found the children ready for lessons again in Sep- 
tember and felt that the experiment warranted a more extensive 
canvass of instrumentally minded students, with the result that 
classes were formed in Bird, Stone, Fisher and Plimpton for in- 
struction in violin, trumpet and piano. 


Over 100 children are enrolled in these classes. The classes 
are self-supporting, owing to the interest of the three excellent 
instructors, Miss Carolyn Hamant, violin; Miss Nellie Dean, 
piano and Mr. Silveo Calabrese, trumpet. These teachers have 
private pupils in Walpole, and we hope they may add to these 
from their school ‘students when these have exhausted the pos- 
sibilities of class instruction. 


I am particularly pleased that some 65 children are studying 
piano. ‘The course is planned for two years of study and will give 
a splendid training in the fundamentals of instrumental music. 
If these same children, having completed the course take up or- 
chestra and band instruments, they will furnish material for a 
band and orchestra of which our schools may be proud. 


The Junior High and Senior High choruses show distinct im- 
provement this year. In the Senior High we have three units 
instead of one large chorus. This makes the management more 
practical, and the result more efficient work. 


The outstanding success of the Glee Club in ‘‘Mikado”’ last 
April encourages us to present ‘‘Pirates of Penzance” next April. 
The Senior High Glee Club, the Plimpton Junior High Glee Club 
and the Stone School Glee Club with the orchestra will assist 
in the town celebration of the Washington Centennial in February. 
The Bird School Glee Clubs will present the operetta “Jack and 
the Baked-Bean Stalk’’ in March. 


I feel that the music in the schools is not only gaining in variety 
of projects, but is functioning healthily in all. I appreciate the 
co-operation and the many personal sacrifices of time and effort 
which make this condition possible.

I wish to submit my report of the Foods and Clothing depart- 
ment of the public schools of Walpole. 


As the object of the course is to teach the girl to become a bet- 
ter homemaker, we start the clothing work in grade five and that 
of Foods in the seventh grade. 


This work is required until the girl reaches high school then 
she may select the four year Foods and Clothing course or she may 
choose either one as an elective unprepared subject. 


In studying Clothing the girl is first taught the fundamental 
stitches, seams, finishings, darning, patching, the use of the sewing 
machine, commercial patterns, the correct line and design, and 
the application of each to a practical problem. 


We study Foods using the meal planning and serving as our 
basis in the grades. 


“The High School course is outlined for us by the State. In 
that course the girl has a very good opportunity to study and apply 
her knowledge by practice in the laboratory. She is also taught 
budgeting, purchasing foods, meal planning, interior home decorat- 
ing, child care, and advanced study of foods. 


We were very fortunate this past year to have had for the classes 
several demonstration lectures arranged through the courtesy of 
the Edison Electric Illuminating Company of Boston, and also 
one by Mrs. Carolyn Bixby of the Taunton Gas Company. For 
these we are very grateful. 


We wish that more parents would visit our classes to see just 
what we are doing, and to offer any suggestions in order that we 
may co-operate with them.

The shops in our schools have been, during the past year, the 
scenes of many activities.

We have tried to make the courses as practical as we could and 
by placing as much responsibility upon the boys as possible, have 
them realize some of the requirements of modern industry. It is 
called to their attention in many ways, and often, that true effi- 
ciency consists of many factors other than just their skill, most 
important of all being their own personal characteristics. We 
grade the pupils on this basis, and I think they appreciate the 
fairness of the method and perhaps it is one reason for their in- 
terest in the work, 


In the Bird School shop the equipment has been gradually 
added to and rearranged similar to our new shops at the High School 
building, making it a much more attractive shop. 


I still hope that other types of shop work other than wood work- 
ing, may be added to the Practical Arts course at the High School 
in the near future.

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF PHYSICAL EDUCATION 
FOR BOYS. 
Mr. Arthur C. Jones, Superintendent of Schools, 
Walpole, Massachusetts. 
Dear Sir: 


I herewith submit to you my fourth paste report as Super- 
visor of Physical Education. 
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The seventh and eighth grades in the Junior High Schools and 
the Freshmen and Sophomore classes in the High School, each 
receive physical training two periods a week. In the fall and 
spring the classes are conducted out-of-doors when weather per- 
mits. In the winter the more formal work which consists of march- 
ing tactics, apparatus work, calisthenics, and group games, is 
conducted in the gymnasium. This program is recommended 
by the State Department of Physical Education. 


Definite tests are applied to measure the results of present 
methods of education, as well as to determine the mental status 
of the individual. The value of these tests for determining mental 
efficiency and ability is realized more and more. Measurable 
standards are now available in the physical education program 
to show growth, development, and progress. During the spring 
term I tested every boy taking physical training. The value of 
such a test is to encourage the boy to compete against himself. 
Each year he can compare his new test with his record of the pre- 
vious year to see what progress he has made. In this way he 
will be encouraged to participate in leisure time activities which 
is the ultimate aim of physical education. 


This fall, two basketball leagues, of eight teams each, were 
conducted for the boys in the Bird and Plimpton Schools. Very 
nearly eighty percent or one hundred four from a total of one 
hundred thirty-five boys in the two schools took part in these 
games. 


Two basketball leagues are now being conducted for the boys 
in the High School. These games started the week following 
the Thanksgiving holidays, and will continue until the Febru- 
ary vacation. Eighty boys, exclusive of the High School varsity 
squad of twenty boys, are taking part in these games. The var- 
sity squad is divided into first and second teams, each playing 
separate schedules. The games are played on Tuesday afternoons, 
and Friday evenings during the winter term. Practise for this 
squad is held every Monday and Wednesday afternoon. 


At this time I wish to express my appreciation and thanks to 
the faculty for their helpful co-operation.

I herewith submit my annual report of the work covered in 
physical education. 


In accordance with modern trends, the work throughout the 
grades is developing more and more into a “‘physical education 
through games” program. This includes games, self-testing ac- 
tivities and stunts, rhythmic plays and folk dances. Gradually 
the formal type of gymnastics is giving way to the more spon- 
taneous forms of developmental activities. 


In the High School and Junior High Schools we have had, as 
usual, a fall program of soccer and field hockey. It is fortunate 
that the classes are of such a size that hockey can be taught dur- 
ing the class period. Every girl is having an opportunity to learn 
the game that is becoming increasingly of major importance in 
girls’ and womens’ athletics. 


The girls in the High School have a field hockey team which 
plays teams from surrounding schools. We have had a success- 
ful season this year, playing a schedule of ten games. 


During the winter months a more rounded program of activities 
—folk and tap dancing, apparatus, marching, games etc. is car- 
ried on. Here again the more informal type of activity is em- 
phasized. 


Our ‘‘after school”’ game program last year consisted of a volley- 
ball tournament, which will be repeated this year. ‘This is an 
entirely inter-class project. This is true also of base-ball in spring. 


I am hoping to make more use of the tennis courts in Kast Wal- 
pole with the Bird Junior High this spring.

As in previous years, a general physical examination of all pu- 
pils in the above schools was made at the beginning of the school 
year. The usual defects were found. Some few appeared to 
be bordering on tuberculosis, and were either referred to the State 
Clinic, or the school nurse was requested to have them appear 
for further examination later in the school year. 


A few had heart disease, functional, organic or nervous. Some 
had flat feet, and the parents were notified to have correctional 
treatment, in all cases where abnormal conditions were found. 
Some pupils needed a freer use of soap and water on feet and 
ankles. On the whole these grades were in fairly good condition. 
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I feel that during the coming winter all connected with these 
schools should be on the lookout for malnutrition, of which there 
is now,. here and there, a case. 


I have given the Schick Inoculations for the prevention of 
Diphtheria to between 65 and 70 in these grades.

Three pairs of glasses were fitted to children and paid for by 
the Mothers’ Club. Three tonsil operations were paid for by the 
Lend-A-Hand, three by the Visiting Nurse Association, and two 
by the Health Center. 


The Red Cross continues to pay for milk for some of the child- 
ren. A mid-morning lunch of milk and crackers is being served 
at recess in all grades. Owing to the reduction in the price of 
milk, we are able to serve crackers and milk for the price formerly 
charged for milk alone. 


A retest is given with the Audiometer to those pupils who by 
their first test appear to have defective hearing. Notices are sent 
to the parents urging their co-operation in having these defects 
corrected as far as possible. 


This year two children were sent to the Norfolk County Health 
Camp through the courtesy of the Health Center. 


The Walpole Nursing Association opened a Chest Clinic in 
April in a room at the Lewis Manufacturing Plant. The clinic, 
which is conducted by Dr. Griffin of Sharon, is for children and 
adults. To date about twenty-five children have attended. 


The re-examination by the State Department of Health for 
the detection of tuberculosis was made in April. This examination 
consisted of the Von Pirquet Test and X-Ray. The Von Pirquet 


test is a skin test given to indicate whether or not the child has 


had a tuberculosis infection at any time, but does not mean active 
infection at present. The X-Ray is then taken to determine the 
actual infection. 


A survey of all crippled children was made in accordance with 
the State Laws. The object of the survey is to be sure that all 
crippled children are receiving the proper medical care and edu- 
cation as far as their disability will permit and if possible, to make 
these children self supporting individuals in adult life. 
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Every year I am called upon to aid some of our children who 
are in need of clothing. This year the demand has been greater 
than ever, but owing to the co-operation of the Mothers’ Club 
and the Ladies’ Aid of the Union Congregational Church in Kast 
Walpole many of the demands have been taken care of. 


In closing, I wish to thank the Superintendent, principals, 
teachers and parents for their very helpful co-operation.

The food is prepared by two women, one of them having been 
with us since we started serving hot lunches to the pupils, and whose 
services are very valuable to us. There are ten pupils who serve, 
act as cashier, or work in some capacity; for this service they re- 
ceive a small remuneration. 


As you will see from the figures at the end of the report, the 
cafeteria is self-supporting. 


We always serve milk, cocoa, choice of three sandwiches, soup, 
main dish and dessert.

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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF 
THE WALPOLE PUBLIC LIBRARY 


The Board of Trustees of the Walpole Public Library submits 
its annual report for the year ending December 31, 1931, and calls 
attention to the report of the Librarian and the detailed statistics 
of the Library work. The Trustees are gratified with the in- 
creased circulation, the new registrations and other evidences of 
the service the Library gives to the citizens. 


The Board organized for the year with Col. W. M. Whitman 
as Chairman, and Mrs. Harold L. Goddard, as Secretary. 


In April, Mr. Frank Mansur resigned from the Board because 
he was leaving town. This was a matter of great regret as Mr. 
Mansur had been a very valuable member of the Board and had 
been a help in correlating the work of the Library and the Schools. 
On April 16th, the Trustees met with the Selectmen and Mr. 
Frederick A. Hartshorn was chosen to fill this vacancy. 


In September, Miss Casindania P. Eaton, who had been our 
Librarian since July, 1929, resigned to take the position of Readers’ 
Guide in the Library at Wilkesbarre, Pennsylvania. During 
Miss Eaton’s two years here, she made several changes in our 
policies and stimulated the work, especially that for the children 
with the help of the new Childrens’ Room, into the planning of 
which she put much time. Miss Mildred V. Fenton of Allston, 
Mass., a graduate of Simmons College, became our Librarian in 
October. 


The personnel of the staff at present is: Miss Mildred Fenton, 
Librarian; Miss Katherine Lewis, Assistant Librarian; Miss Eleanor 
MacLean, Childrens’ Librarian, Miss Adeline Morrissey, a stu- 
dent at the High School, is Circulation Assistant. Miss Emily 
Morrissey, a student at Simmons College has given time when 
extra help was necessary. Mrs. Faith Fitton has assisted most 
ably in the Childrens’ room. ‘The Trustees would express their 
appreciation of the faithful and efficient services of all the staff. 


In March, Mr. Otis Allen, who had been our very helpful care- 
taker since 1918 was obliged to leave the Library because of ill 
health. The Trustees would like to publicly acknowledge Mr. 
Allen’s faithful and efficient service. 


In April, Mr. George Hubbard was chosen to fill the position 
of Janitor. | 


For many years we have been indebted to Bird & Son for the 
privilege of having our East Walpole Deposit Station in the Bird 
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& Son Library under the splendid guidance of Miss Blaney whose 
services have been most heartily appreciated. During the last 
few months, there has arisen a demand for a Branch Library in 
Kast Walpole to be open in the evening for the benefit of High 
School pupils especially. After serious consideration, the Trustees 
have decided to suggest to the Town that some of the generous 
bequest of Charles Sumner Bird to the Library be used to pur- 
chase and outfit the building known as the ‘‘Wednesday Club” 
and that this property be presented to the Town for the use of 
the East Walpole Branch of the Walpole Public Library. This, 
would, of course, necessitate an increase in the expense of the 
Library, for which we are suggesting a separate budget, but we - 
firmly believe that there would be a large return from the ex- 
penditure. East Walpole, with its 2000 inhabitants and its 100 
High School pupils would surely profit by and appreciate the in- 
creased Library privileges. 


The Trustees have watched with great satisfaction the use 
which has been made of the Childrens’ Room, which was opened 
in Spetember 1930. They feel justified in their expenditure when- 
ever they step into this room and see the happy faces of the child- 
ren who delight in its homey atmosphere and enjoy its oppor- 
tunities. . 


The South Walpole Station, now in the Boyden School, has 
been better patronized since its removal to this attractive, ac- 
cessible building. 


The Trustees would thank all those who have made gifts to the 
Library during the year, whose names appear in another part of 
this report. They have appreciated the words of approbation and 
constructive criticism which they have received and would be glad 
if in the coming year the towns people, the owners of the Library, 
would help its work by suggestions as to policies or books to be 
purchased. 


Following are the usual statements of moneys expended in 
1931 and the proposed budget for 1932. To carry out this budget 
an appropriation of $7,750. is requested from the Town.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


January 5, 1932. 


To the Trustees of the Walpole Public Library: 
I herewith submit my report for the year 1931: 


In January the South Walpole branch was moved from the 
Fire Station to a room in the new Boyden School. This has 
proved most satisfactory since the school children have readier 
access to the books than previously. 


The identification-card system has been gradually introduced 
in the Library and its branches during the year. This system 
eliminates much routine desk-work, leaving the staff more free 
to help in book-selection and reference work. It is hoped also 
that this system will reduce the number of missing books each 
year. 


Two changes have been made in the arrangement of the books. 
The fiction and biography have been transposed, the fiction now 
being shelved in the Reading Room, and the biography in the 
stacks. ‘This makes more leisurely selection and browsing pos- 
sible. Secondly, the books on the High School Reading List 
and other books suitable to young people have been gathered to- 
gether in the second row of the stacks, marked .with a tiny gold 
circle. 


Six hundred twelve new books have been purchased in the 
past year, and during Book Week, Round-the-World Book Fair | 
was held, in which many of these were exhibited, for both old 
and young readers. Tea was served in the afternoon, the girls 
assisting dressed in the costumes of foreign lands. Clippings 
of criticism and comment on recent books in the Library are col- 
lected in a scrap-book. Its purpose is not to guide readers’ tastes 
by these reviews, but to present controversial opinions about 
books read. 


The energy, resourcefulness, and friendly interest of the Board 
of Trustees, which has contributed so much to the success of the 
past year is appreciated by the entire staff.

I submit herewith my report of an audit of the accounts of 
the Town of Walpole for the year ending December 31, 1931, 
made in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 44 of the General 
Laws. ‘This report is in the form of a report made to me by Mr. 
Edward H. Fenton, Chief Accountant of this Division.

Sir: 


In accordance with your instructions, I have made an*®audit 
of the books and accounts of the Town of Walpole for the tyear 
ending December 31, 1931, and report thereon as follows: 


The financial transactions, as recorded on the books of the 
several departments receiving or expending money for the Town, 
were examined and verified by a comparison with the books and 
records in the offices of the Treasurer and the Town Accountant. 


The books and accounts of the Town Accountant were examined 
and checked, the reported receipts being compared with the fi- 
nancial records of the various departments collecting money for 
the Town and with the Treasurer’s books. The payments re- 
corded on the Accountant’s ledger were checked to the warrants 
of the Selectmen authorizing disbursements and with the Treasurer’s 
cash book. 


An analysis of the ledger was made, a trial balance was taken 
off, proving the accounts to be in balance, and a balance sheet, 
which is appended to this report, was prepared showing the fi- 
nancial condition of the Town as of December 31, 1931. 


The appropriations and transfers voted by the Town, as re- 
corded in the Town Clerk’s records, were checked with the Ac- 
countant’s ledger accounts. 


In checking the disbursements it was noted that payments 
were being made to the Town Counsel for legal services in ad- 
dition to the amount appropriated by the Town for his salary. 
These payments do not appear to be in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Section 7, Chapter 377, Acts of 1924, which reads, in 
part, as follows: 


The selectmen shall annually appoint an attorney- 
at-law to act as Town Counsel, who shall be paid 
such salary as the Town may by vote determine. 


The Selectmen shall have authority to prosecute, 
defend and compromise all litigation to which the 
Town is a party, and to employ special counsel to 
assist the Town Counsel whenever in their judgment 
necessity therefor arises. 
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The books and accounts of the Town Treasurer were examined 
and checked. ‘The receipts, as recorded in*the cash book, were 
checked with the records in the several departments collecting 
money for the Town and with the other sources from which money 
was paid into the Town treasury, while the recorded payments 
were checked with the selectmen’s warrants authorizing the 
Treasurer te disburse Town funds and with the Accountant’s 
books. 


The cash book was footed throughout for the period covered 
by the audit, the cash in the office was verified by an actual count, 
and the bank accounts were reconciled with statements furnished 
by the banks. 


The securities and savings bank deposits represent:ng the in 
vestment of the trust funds were personally examined and checked 
in detail. In connection with the investment of trust funds, 
the attention of the Trustees is called to Section 54, Chapter 44, 
General Laws, which reads as follows: 


Trust funds, including cemetery perpetual care 
funds, unless otherwise provided or directed by the 
donor thereof, shall be placed at interest in savings 
banks, trust companies, incorporated under the laws of 
the commonwealth, or national banks, or invested 
by cities and towns in securities which are legal in- 
vestments for savings banks. This section shall not 
apply to Boston. 


The books and accounts of the Tax Collector were examined 
and checked in detail. The commitment of poll, property, and 
motor vehicle excise taxes were checked and reconciled with the 
Assessors’ warrants, the recorded collections were checked with 
the commitment books, the abatements were checked with the 
Assessors’ record of abatements granted, the payments to the 
‘lreasurer were verified by a comparison with the Treasurer’s 
cash book, and the outstanding accounts were listed and recon- 
ciled with the Town Accountant’s books. 


The commitments of water charges were examined and checked. 
The recorded collections were checked in detail to the commit- 
ment lists, and the recorded payments to the Treasurer were 
compared with the Treasurer’s books. The abatements were 
verified, and the outstanding accounts were listed and reconciled 
with the Accountant’s ledger. 


The outstanding taxes and water accounts were further veri- 
fied by mailing notices to a number of persons whose names ap- 
peared on the books as owing money to the Town, the replies 
received thereto indicating that the accounts, as listed, are cor- 
rect. 
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The tax title deeds were examined and reconciled with the ac- 
countant’s ledger accounts. It is again recommended that the 
tax titles on land of low value be foreclosed under the provisions 
of Section 79, Chapter 60, General Laws. 


The Town Clerk’s records of dog and sporting licenses issued 
were examined, and the payments to the county and the State, 
respectively, were verified with the receipts on file. 


The records of receipts from licenses, Town Hall rents, the 
Sealer of Weights and Measures, and the Health, Highway, School 
and Library departments were examined, and the payments to 
the Treasurer were checked with the Treasurer’s and the Ac- 
countant’s books. 


The surety bonds of the Tax Collector, Town Treasurer, Town 
Clerk, and Town Engineer were examined and found to be in 
proper form. 


In addition to the balance sheet, there are appended to this 
report tables showing a reconciliation of the Town Treasurer’s 
cash, summaries of the taxes, assessments and water accounts, 
together with tables showing the transactions of the several trust 
funds. 


For the co-operation received from the several Town officials 
during the progress of the audit, I wish, on behalf of my assistants 
and for myself, to express appreciation.
